Prosecutors in the O.J. Simpson trial 
rested their case last week. The defense, 
which started presenting their side of the 
case on Monday, July 10, wasted no.time

Shipp has con- 
fessed to having a drinking problem but 
said he didn't touch alcohol when

“There are people who would 
make a change out here if they 
had just a little support from the 
city administration, but it hasn't 
been there,” said Moss, adding 
that conditions such as those on 
the Near East Side cause citizens 
to become “dispirited.”

The current Supreme Court 
reflects the philosophy of eight 
years of Ronald Reagan and four 
years of George Bush. That same 
philosophy is evident in the fifty judi- 
cial appointments that have been 
made in the sixth circuit during the 
years of Reagan and Bush as presi- 
dent. The sixth circuit is made up 
of the states of Kentucky, Michigan, 
Ohio and Tennessee, The districts 
are divided.

What is wrong with this picture?

! am not referring to a famous 
painting nor a photograph that can 
be gasily observed by the naked 
eyé\and a decision be made based 
on visual sensitivity. | am referring 
to an abstract characterization of 
our American criminal justice sys- 
tem, which in itself is no thing of 
beauty. it is open for as many 
decisions (different) as there are 
the numbers of persons who ob- 
serve it. 

Frame this criminal justice pic- 
turization and title it "Felonious As- 
sault." Put four. persons on the 
picture surface, namely - Nina Jack- 
son, Stacy McGlothin, John Mc- 
Glothin and Michael White. All four 
have the specter of felonious as- 
sault charges hanging over their 
heads, Now you are ready to decide 
what is wrong with the picture? 

John and Stacy McGlothin are 
white husband and wife. They are 
charged with assaulting eight-year- 
old Mary Griffin (a Black child) with 
fists and a handgun. Michael White 
(who is white) is charged (at press 
poled with assault on police officer 

Keith Evans with his sport utility 
truck and fleeing the scene while 
Officer Evans was directing traffic 
following the 1995 Red, White and 
Boom, July 4th celebration, The 
McGlothins’ assault is apparently 
the result of racial tensions in the 
neighborhood. The White assault is 
apparently the result of impatience 
with slaw moving traffic and a hurry 
to get back home. Nina Jackson, a 
young Black mother; is charged 
with assault oh John Provenzale an 
eighth grade science teacher at 
Berry Middle School. The Jackson 
assault is apparently the result of a 
mother, yielding to her protective 
instincts to defend her child..,.who 
called her on the school phone and 
reported that Provenzale had struck 
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-She then went to.the-school-to 
discuss the matter, and ended up 
striking Provenzale three times in 
the face and breaking his nose. Her 
assault weapon was her unlicensed 


charges -should-be-given -Michaet 
White. Charges could go from 
felonious assault to murder or no 
indictment at all. "| don't think 
anybody feels there's a rush to 
judgement,” Miller concluded. The 
same article, by reporter Jeff Long 
stated that the Columbus Police 
Division is determined to make the 
case that White deliberately struck 
Evans. The article further lists that 
White doesn't easily fit into a cop- 
killer stereotype -whatever that 
means. He's a middle-class, subur- 
ban family man, steadily employed, 
has no criminal record and no his- 
tory of legal troubles. 

In the McGiothin's case, there 
appears to be no rush to judge. A 
Call and Post article cites aliega- 
tions by Mary Robinson (Mary 
Griffin's grandmother) that the 
Franklin Township Police Depart 
ment is giving the family the stall- 
and-run around treatment and the 
Columbus print and TV media have 
completely ignored their story 

Nina Jackson, on the other hand 
has been quickly indicted and 
charged by the grand jury, And if 
convicted, she could face up to 15 
years in jail. So much for the "Rush 
to Judgement" crap. 

Of the three cases, the Jack- 
son/Provenzale should be the one 
tried in the court of common’ serise 
and compassion. Not in the criminal 
justice system. 

In my opinion, John Provenzale 
suffers more from. a bruised male- 
ego than from a broken nose, 
resulting from a lucky punch. from 
an angry mother. His is a career 
decision that he alone must make - 
that decision is what message does 
his action send to the young people 
he is teaching and molding. Is the 
message to be "Don't take nothing 
off of anyone...win by any means 
possible!" - an action already com- 
mon among today's youths. Or will 
it be a message of conflict resolu 
tion by peaceful methods.

he House Republican Campaign Committee, 
flush with the suecess of the 1994 congressional 
takeover, certainly has the opportunity to capital- 
ize on that success in what seems to be the perpetual 
campaign season operating today 
But when the group uses its success strategically to 
further divide the nation on the basis of race, religion and 
gender, then we as a nation are in trouble, And that is the 
message of the “Wanted” poster pushed by the 
Republican fundraisers 
The poster listed 28 Congresspersons in a “Liberal 
Democrat Wanted Poster. These 28, the poster said, had 
voted against seven of the 10 provisions of the 
Republicans “Contract with America’. They were also 
accused of “aiding and abetting President Clinton's pro- 
tax, anti-family, anti-military agenda in the House of Rep- 
resentatives 
Of course, the language of the poster is itself inflam- 
matory: calling any legislator ‘anti-family” Is-to tum 
legitimate disagreement on cerlain policy issues into a 
smear of the legisiators’ character 
But it was the racial composition of the poster which 
Stuck-out: there were only six white non-Jewish men 
among the 28 Democrats. The poster showed 10 Black 
Congresspersons, 9 women; one Hispanic, and several 
Jewish legislators 
House Republican Bill Paxson, chair of the committee. 
denied any racist intent, saying that the intent was simply 


to describe legislators who had opposed the GOP's "Con- 
tract with America.” But about 170 Democratic con- 
gresspersons -- most of them white males -~ fit the 
characteristic of having voted agains! al least seven of the 
10 planks of the Contract with America. Indeed, when one 
looks at the white men on the list, one name stands out 
Barney Frank of Massachusetts, who is known as a gay 
legislator and has been aggressive in challenging the 
Republicans 

To focus aggressively on these legislators is obviously 
designed to send another message: that the Democrats 
are aligned with Blacks, gays, Jews, and women -- to 
attempt to pander to the worst fears and hatreds of many 
Americans. 

Several of the legislators themselves expressed con- 
cerns -- legitimate ones, we believe -- that such demoniz- 
ing of their views may expose them to danger in a climate 
in which right-wing haters have begun to act out their 
hatreds in violence. Even if that concern is overwrought. 
the Congressional Republicans have attempted to use 
face-and-génder as a wedge to divide Americans -- and 
that is a dangerous strategy in any times, but even more 
dangerous today. 

Congressional Democrats have called on the 
Republicans to eliminate the poster. That is the least they 
can do. With their ascendancy on the political scene, 
there iS NO Need to further fan flames of hatred in order to 
win votes. 


Reforming welfare 


nm the past two years, one of the major items on 
everyone's political agenda has been welfare reform 
Ceft and right, Republicans and Democrats, all have 
said that the system offers perverse incentives which lock 
society's most vulnerable families into poverty and de- 
pendency 
Naw, in a show of bipartisan support, the Ohio General 
Assembly has overwhelmingly passed a welfare reform 
measure, The measure will, for the first time, place a time 
limit_On participation in the Aid to Dependent Children 
program in Ohio: families will only be able to receive 
benefits for 36 months in any five-year period 
At the same time, the measure has a number of benefits 
which, we believe, will promote the transition'trom welfare 
lo education and work thaPis necessary for many poor 
families. The measure will require those on ADC who do 
not have a GED to receive one within two years. It will 
eliminate some of the more onerous provisions which were 
placed in the bill on the House floor, including lenathening 
the periad of limits from 24 to 36 months and creating some 
reasonable exemptions to the limits so that families at- 
tempting to improve their lives are not summarily booted 
out ofthe program 
And, the measure will make it easier for many welfare 
recipients to transition into work, by allowing them to stay 
on welfare longer, and keep more of their money, than the 
curremt system permits. 
Governor Voinovich has applauded the legislature's 
work, Saying that the bill "send(s) a message to recipients 


that welfare cannot be a way of life -- but at the same time 
we ensure that families will have the opportunity to receive 
the supports they need to become independent." We 
generally agree with the governor's assessment of this bill 

At the same time, we remain concerned that welfare 
retorm is only one half of the puzzle. There is a need to 
address endemic economic conditions which are making 
it increasingly difficult for poor families to rise out of 
poverty, and for lower-middle-class families to stay out of 
poverty, especially in the state's urban areas, 

The job market is changing: many of our cities, such as 
Cleveland, are actually hemorrhaging jobs, losing them to 
suburbs and out-of-state competition. And many of the 
jobs that remain do not provide the type of benefits and 
income that can sustaih families 

Thus, “welfare reform” can be accomplished only as it 
reflects and compliments job-creation activities in our 
cities and rural areas. Welfare reform without job creation 
‘5 a cruel hoax on poor families: they are then being trained 
and prepared and forced off the rolls for jobs that are not 
there. : 

We believe the administration recognizes this. We 
know that the jobs plan it has submitted to the legislature 
incorporates incentives for jobs in urban areas. But we 
hope that the linkage between the two systems becomes 
even closer, so that the full promise of welfare reform can 
be realized. 


Changing the face of the force 


he Columbus Division of Police is preparing to 

receive $2.8 million in federal “crime bill” dollars 

to hire 38 police officers who will be primarily 
focused in “community policing" activities. While this is a 
laudable program, we are concerned that these hirings will 
occur in an @nvironment in which there are still many 
problems with the hiring structure. 

These problems were initially brougpt to light in a 
televi$ion news investigation earlier this year. That inves- 
tigation, which happened in the wake of the transfer of 
several officers from the police division's background unit, 
prompted Mayor Lashutka to empane! a three-member 
committee to review the range of police hiring practices. 

The report g&the three-person task force, which was 
recently releaséd, showed what has been known for some 
time: since the Division of Police was released from a 
fedeérally-supervised hiring quota in 1989, there has been 
& precipitous drop in the number of Blacks in the recruiting 
classes. 

Since 1989, three of the 15 recruiting classes have had 
no Black members at all, Another four classes have had 
less than five percent. Overall, only 50 of the 622 police 
officer recruits -- just over eight percent -- have been 
minorities in that period, In a’city which is about 25 percent 
minority, such a lack of representation of minorities reflects 
badly -- and makes it more difficult to ensure that the 
department is truly representative of the diversity of the 
city. 


Part of the problem, to be sure, has been the back- 
ground investigation process, which has the three-mem- 
ber panel found has been weeding out disproportionately 
more Blacks than whites, At the same time, however, the 
panel also found a problem in the city's testing for police 
officer candidates 

The test the city currently uses, they found, screened 
out disproportionately more Blacks than whites -- 2 1/2 to 
3 1/2 times more Blacks than whites from 1990 to 1993. 
At the same time, officers concerned about minority 
recruitment complained that not enough departmental 
resources were being committed to the recruitment of 
minority officers. And so there was a double bind: hot 
enough minority candidates were getting into the system, 
and those that got in were being screened out more often 
through the tests and the background examinations. 

But there are strategies which can improve the city’s 
recruitment of minority police officers. It is possible to put 
more dollars into recruitment to expand the pool of 
qualified candidates who are minorities 

There are also tests which work better than the city's 
current test in screening in, rather than screening out, 
minority applicants, The three-member panel noted that 
the Law Enforcement Candidate Record (LECR), which is 
administered in other locations, is equally predictive of 
ultimate success for police officers, while demonstrating 
& reduced disparity between the scores of Black and white 
applicants. 


Improving trash collection 


he administration of Greg Lashutka has at- 
tempted to address one of the major keys in 
Columbus to improving public health; creating a 
clean and safe environment for our citizens, and 
strengthening the city's quality of life: trash collection. 
The 280,000 households in Columbus have all 
received, in the past week, the city’s new “Trash Refer 
ence Guide,” which gives residents important information 
about collection schedules; the city's recycling program; 
the éatment of yard waste; and strategies to reduce 
trash, The purpose of this bookiet is to assist city residents 
in helping Columbus officials keep the city safe and 
beautiful 
Trash collection is not a “sexy” subject. But it is 
absolutely vital to the health and strength of a city. Trash 
collection is only overlooked in any city when it is done 
poorly, And poor trash collection can have a major impact 
on the quality of life in any city, Poor trash collection 
results in-environmental blight; which can reduce the 
attractiveness of many of our neighborhoods. It breeds 
vermin and rodents, which can affect the public health.

canno} take; the improper bagging and placing of trash in 
the containers, which can result in bags being destroyed 
by animals and trash strewn throughout our neighbor- 
hoods; and the failure to get the trash out in a timely 
fashion, which can result in trash standing in our neigh- 
borhoods for long periods of time. 

We urge the residents of Colurfibus to carefully review 
the Trash Reference Guida; and utilize its suggestions.

The real issue 


With bipartisan support, the Ohio 
General Assembly sent to Gov 
Voinovich a measure which was 
designed to reform the weltare system. 
House Bill 167, which was pushed by 
Voinovich, will make a number of major 
changes in the welfare system. 
Families.on Aid to Dependent Children 
would be able to stay on welfare for 
only three years in any five-year period. 
At the same time, the bill would provide 
some incentives for families to get off 
welfare, as it would allow those who gain work to Stay on 
welfare a little longer -- and keep more of their earned 
income -- to ease the transition between welfare and work. 

But to George Zeller, the whole issue of welfare reform 
has been overplayed. The real issue is nbt changing the 
incentives -- agreedly perverse -- that help keep some on 
welfare, but reversing a structural shift which will likely 
imprison more families in welfaré 

Zeller, senior researcher at the Cleveland-area poverty 
agency the Council for Economic Opportunities in Greater 
Cleveland, has studied employment and poverty trends 
for several years. And he has found that the massive 
changés in the economy are having an even greater 
impact on poverty than welfare reform policy 

"There. is a structural shift in employment" that has 
made extraordinary changes in the lifestyles and oppor- 
tunities for thousands of Ohioans, Zeller said. And the 
shift has been statewide, although it has particularly 
impacted the northeast and eastern part of the state -- an 
infertile crescent that starts in Cuyahoga county, comes 
down to Youngstown and wraps around to Appalachia in 
eastern and southeastern Ohio, The area has lost an 
“alarmingly high number" of jobs, Zeller said. 

“All the other counties have more jobs today than they 
did in 1990, but Cuyahoga is 19,000 (jobs) short. We 
have increased the number of poor people, but the jobs 
have reduced," 

Cuyahoga County, Zeller said. still has not recovered 
fron the 1991 recession. And that means that welfare 
reform already is doomed in one sense: you can't get most 
folks from welfare to jobs if there aren't the jobs. “There 
definitely is not sufficiently employment out there, even in 


raw numbers, to handle the people being thrown off the . 


welfare rolls," Zeller said, noting that, in Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty, 20,000 people lost their income as a result of the 
elimination of general relief 

Second, the state has lost manufacturing jobs, These 
jobs, which are high wage (statewide average; $34,417 
per year), have generally been the "promised land" op- 
portunities for many young people who have a high school 
education. But Ohio has lost a quarter of its manufactur- 
ing jobs in last 15 years. Although there are more jobs in 
Ohio today, growth has been outside of manufacturing in 
jobs that generally pay considerably less. 

And that brings up the third issue in welfare reform: 
even where jobs are being created, the new jobs pay 
often much less than the old ones. “The way to get people 
out of poverty is to have a job that gets people out of the 
poverty line," Zeller noted. But that's not where the job 
growth has been 
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On average, a non-manufacturing job in Ohio pays less. 
than $22,000 per year -- and that includes many high- 
paying job categories. But the growth has been in job 
categories that are often quite low-paid, with few benefits, 
and little security. 

Zeller noted that, of the 300,000 jobs created in Ohio 
since the 1991 recession, half of them are in five 
categories -- eating and drinking places; the amusement 
industry; grocery stores; social services; and temporary 
help. 

“Half of the job growth has been not in relatively-low- 
wage jobs, but in very low-wage jobs,” Zeller said, With 
wages at this end of the market stagnant; with benefits, 
in many cases, declining rather than expanding; and with 
little upward mobility, these jobs are not the stepping 
Stones to opportunity that will help reduce the welfare rolls 
"Somebody's going to have a very difficult time getting out 
of poverty in a part-time, low-wage job," Zeller said. 


And there is a fourth challenge: an increasing number 
of jobs in urban marketplaces are being held by subur- 
banites and exurbanites. Where, for example, at one time 
only one-sixth of jobs in Cuyahoga were held by those 
outside the county, now, the percentage is now one-fifth 
-- and heading toward one-fourth. And this is a statewide 
trend, “People in the inner city have been put in a 
squeeze," Zeller said, 

And welfare recipients face a sixth issue; the declining 
value of the welfare benefit that they receive. The actual 
value of the welfare benefit -- today, $341 for a family of 
three -- has declined’ 55 percent in infiation-adjusted 
dollars since 1970, Zeller said. And for one class of 
recipients, the decline is 100 percent: general assistance, 
which only paid $100 per month for six months of the year 
to childless poor, has been eliminated, 

Thus, poor people who must depend on welfare are 
poorer, in real terms, than they were in 1970; often have 
fewer job options to escape the poverty trap; and must 
confront massive shifts in the economy which were un- 
foreseen even 20 years ago. It is as though the poor have 
been forced to swim against a tidal wave of economic 
changes with only a flimsy, tattered life preserver, 

Much of the focus of welfare reform has been on 
teen-agers having babies. That, of course, is a serious 
problem: but it does not represent the entire structure of 
the welfare reform debate. 

“If we're not getting people jobs, then welfare reforms 
are welfare cuts,” Zeller said. And the shorlage of jobs 
that most poor people face is the real issue in welfare 
reform.

Brian McKnight 
unleashes new LP 


New in.record stores this summer is 
the follow-up to Brian McKnight's 
smash debut album. The self-titled LP, 
released in 1992, went gold (sold 
500,000 units) and yielded the hit 
single “One Last Cry," 

McKnight's new album, "| Remem- 
ber You," is a mix of jazzy R&B and pop 
with blues and gospel inflections 
During a recent phone interview, Mc- 
Knight related that he enjoys perform- 
ing many different styles of music but 
"if | had my druthers it would be jazz 
Straight ahead-allthe time-There's a 
Straight-ahead jazz record on the 
horizon," he promises 

"| Remember You" includes 
McKnight’s two hits from the "Jason's 
Lyric" soundtrack, his version of "U Will 
Know" and a cover of Van Morrison's 
"Crazy Love." Shades of Stevie 
Wonder, Michael McDonald and 
James Ingram, who McKnight lists as 
influences, can be heard on the new 
album, "You can hear all of them in my 
music," he says 

McKnight feels he has grown and 
matured as an artist since his first 
album. "The biggest growth spot | can 
think of is my writing. | really tried to 
Pinpoint what worked on the first 
album, The first record was more 
diverse with different styles of music. | 
tried to make a more commercial 
record," he admits 

McKnight also admits that he did feel 
pressure to top what he acconiplished 
with his debut album. “I think that's 
natural,” he says. Though the heat was 
on, McKnight claims he didn't resort to 
gimmicky production methods to. cram 
the album with hit songs. "I just wrote 
what was in my heart.” 

MckKnight’s writing and production 
talents are in demand. He produced 
Boyz I! Men's popular Christmas album 
and is currently working with a group of 
guys he is often compared to, Take 6. 
Veteran music and entertainment 
mogul Quincy Jones also recruited Mc- 
Knight to perform on his upcoming 
album 

Pop radio listeners were introduced 
to McKnight when his duet with Vanes- 
sa Williams on the dramatic ballad 
"Love Is" cracked the top five. Prior to 
recording the duet, McKnight did 
production work on Williams’ "Comfort 
Zone" LP. McKnight doesn't have plans 
to work with Williams again in the im- 
mediate future, bul he says he's open 
to the- experience. "We haven't dis- 
cussed it," he says. "| don't rule it out," 

A handful of artists like McKnight, 
Williams, Luther Vandross and Anita 
Baker are bucking the system by con- 
tinuing to do classic, adult music in- 
stead of cashing in on the current 
hip-hop, youth-oriented craze dominat- 
ing R&B. "| applaud the youth effort to 
do the musie," McKnight says. “I just 
wish (younger artists) had the 
knowledge to know where the music 
came from." 

Staying true to yourself and 
developing your own style is what 
provides longevity in the industry, Mc- 
Knight believes. "I just try to do the 
music | like and hope other people like 
it too." 

Does McKnight, like so many 
singers these days, plan to cross over 
into acting? “That call comes abgut 
every day," he says. “It has to be the 
right project. If I'm going to act, it's 
going to be as an actor, not as a singer."

issues of family planning and birth 
control were not discussed openly 
at that time 

Yet, Planned Parenthood 
bridged a vital gap in health ser- 
vices for an entire population of 
women. 

Most of the patients were low-in- 
come women, 30 to 45 years old, 
with as many as eight to 10 children, 
and didn't want anymore. 

For them, "Planned Parenthood 
was very important and meaning- 
ful," said Harris, "They didn't have 
money to go to a private physician 
and this provided an opportunity for 
them to determine the number and 
Spacing for their children." 

Harris said over the years she 
heard many wonderful stories from 
patients helped by the program. 
She shared how one mother called 
the day her last child started school, 
Up until that time, that mother al- 
ways had three of four kids at home, 
she said. ~ 

Others shared how being able to 
plan and space the births of their 
children allowed more time to care 
and do more for them. 


Harris found that those early .. 


days were just the beginning of 
challenges and intrigue as the or- 
ganization grew to meet the chang- 
ing health needs of women. 

During her years of involvement 
with Planned Parenthood she 
teached many personal and profes- 
sional milestones including her teen 
years; marriage to Willis Harris Jr.; 


Children, Rick and Linda; as well as 
the births of their grandchildren, 

Her professional milestones in- 
cluded support and recognition on 
the jocal and national level. 

Harris recalled how one in- 
dividual, Rev. H. Beecher Hicks, 
former pastor of Mt. Olivet Baptist 
Church, did something that was un- 
heard of in 1952. He made an im- 
pressive stand having Planned 
Parenthood on Sunday of each 
year, allowing her to speak to his 
congregation after morning service. 
She was received with “quiet ac- 
ceptance," said Harris. ' 


lota Phi Theta is a nationally in- 
corporated social/service fraternity 
whose purpose is “The develop- 
ment and perpetuation of scholar- 
ship, leadership, citizenship, 
fidelity, and brotherhood among 
men of color," Philanthropic 
programs of the fraternity include 
the national lota Foundation and 
the lIOTA Youth Alliance. 

lota Phi Theta was founded on 
Sept, 19, 1963, at Morgan State 
University, Baltimore, Md. Today, 
the fraternity consists of over 100 
undergraduate and alumni chap- 
ters with approximately 10,000 
members throughout America 
Notable lota Men include: Spencer 
Christian of ABC Television's Good 
Morning America; Elvin Hayes, 
NBA Hall-of-Famer, formerly of the

Another milestone came in 1979 
when she appeared on the Phil 
Donahue Show to talk about 
Planned Parenthood's campaign to 
deal with teen pregnancy which 
also involved young men and their 
responsibilities, 

In 1988 she received the YWCA 
Women of Achievement Award in 
honor of Hattie Lazarus’ commit- 
ment to women’s health and educa- 
tion issues. 

The growth and recognition of 
the agency also brought times of 
controversy. One of those was the 
fireé-bembing of a Planned Paren- 
thood clinic in 1991 by anti-abor- 
tionists, 

Despite this great controversy, 
Harris was and has been able to 
Stay above the fray and maintain 
her focus, 

"| could stay focused because of 
my commitment to women," she 
said, 

That commitment brought 
Planned Parenthood from a single 
clinic site in downtown Columbus to 
an organization comprised of eight 
centers in six central Ohio counties. 

Under her leadership the annual 
budget grew from $700,000 in 1972 
to its current level of $2.5 million. 

For her dignified and effective 
leadership, Harris has received 
numerous awards and recognition 
from President Clinton, the Ohio 
Senate, House of Representatives, 
Columbus City Council, and the 
Chamber of Commerce. She also 
received a special letter of com- 
mendation from Alex Sanger, the

Nursing center has endowment established at 


The Isabelle Ridgway Founda- 
tion has established a $10,000 en- 
dowment fund to support the 
long-term care, rehabilitative, and 
community-based social services 
provided by the Isabelle Ridgway 
Nursing Center and Community 
Service Agency. The fund will be 
administered by the Columbus 
Foundation and support the social 
service center through grant spon-

Isabelle Ridgway's dream began 
as an act of compassion for three 
homeless, elderly women in 1912.

The nursing center, now located 
at 1520 Hawthorne Ave., is a com- 
munity-owned and operated, long- 
term nursing care facility, Today, it 
continues to instill Isabelle 
Ridgway's philosophy of caring to 
its 100 long-term residents. The 
nursing center and community ser- 
vices agency provide recuperative 
and rehabilitative care for more 
than 2000 individuals. A staff of 120 
professionals provide “nursing, 
dietary services, physical occupa-

and social services center, the 
Isabelle Ridgway Foundation was 
established in May of 1988. The 
purpose of the foundation is to en- 
Sure that all individuals have access 
to the center's services, regardless 
of their financial means. 

The Columbus Foundation is a 
public charity established in 1943 to 
improve the quality of life for the 
people of central Ohio. It is a per- 
manent, growing endowment. built 
by gifts both large and small form 
individuals, tamilies, organizations 
and corporations.

Riser Academy will provide 
alternative for education 


The Risér Alternative Education- 
al Academy will operate a fully ac- 
credited—military academy 
(beginning school year 1996). This 
military academy will accept refer- 
tals from the Juvenile Court, the 
department of Youth Service, 
Franklin County Children Services 
and the focal public schoot districts 
to provide a boot camp style educa- 
tion. The objective is to transform 
the destructive, frustrated, nega- 
tive, attitude and behavior of delin- 
quent, unruly, and incorrigible youth 
(grades three through eight) into 
physically fit, self-disciplined, 
responsible; mannerable, well edu- 
cated, model students. 

This academy has operated ona 
part-time basis for the past four 
years. It is a non-profit tax exempt 
organization under the guise of the 
Powerful Army Ranger Training, an 
after school enrichment program, 
the five day summer camping pro- 
gram and the six week military 
camp program. All three programs 
resembled a military experience, 
Over the past four years, self-dis- 
cipline, gang and drug prevention 
via miliary programming have been 
taught. With the overwhelming sup- 
port ant endorsements from the 
Parents, the participants, com- 
munity organizations, and potential 


funders, the concept of military style 
education has been developed 

In detail, the military academy 
will be operated year round. Each 
student referred or enrolled in the 
academy will be placed in class- 
rooms for each subject-area based 
on academic performance and 
MAP score. The Military Academy's 
Placement Examination (MAP) is a 
placement exam given to new stu- 
dents to measure their actual grade 
‘level performance jin three major 
subjects areas including math, 
English and comprehensive social 
Studies (economics, geography 
and political science). The place- 
ment exam is required for each stu- 
dent for appropriate placement (not 
based on public schools’ assigned 
grade or the biological age of the 
Student). 

In addition, a passing score on 
the Military Academy's Stand- 
ardized Test (MAST) is required for 
each eligible student before ad- 
vancing to the next grade. The 
MAST will ensure the mastery of 
each grade level and it will ensure 
high scores on the state mandated 
proficiency examinations. Accord- 
ingly, focus will be on the academic 
mastery performance of each 
grade.

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National Baptist Convention head vindicated in lawsuit

The Rev. Henry J. Lyons, president of 
the nation’s largest African-American 
religious organization, was vindicated 
when a D.C. Superior Court judge ruled 
that rivals who alleged vote fraud must 
pay him $150,000 plus attorneys’ fees 
and other legal expenses 

Attorneys for Lyons were notified of 
the final action late Tuesday night. The 
ruling marks the end of a nine-month 
legal odyssey and a bid to prevent Lyons 
from taking the reins of the National Bap- 
tist Convention USA. Secretaries, wives 
and even the mother of one of Lyons’ 
rivals were involved in the scheme to 
block his takeover. 

"This court has never witnessed and 
hopes never again to witness the kind of 
fraud perpetrated on this court as well as 
the despicable, conscious and-collusive 
conduct demonstrated by the plaintiffs, 
the defendants and their respective 
counsel in this case-at-bar," Judge 
Zinora M. Mitchell-Rankin wrote in her 
decision.

$150,000 award from court 


Lyons, head of Bethel Metropolitan 
Church in St. Petersburg, won the 
leadership post at a Sept. 8 meeting in 


New Orleans, He defeated the outgoing 
president's hand-picked successor, and 
that perhaps-is where the troubles 
began 

A month later, Lyons was prevented 
from formally taking the reins of the 8-mil- 
lion-member National Baptist Conven- 
tion when a group of Alabama church 
members obtained a Court order freezing 
church business, alleging voting ir- 
regularities in the Lyons election. To get 
the court order, the Alabama group 
produced signed legal affidavits from 44 
church members who Said they had been 
denied the right to vote in the election 

The tides turned in October when 
Lyons produced some of the individuals 
whose names appeared on affidavits. 

Many. told Mitchell-Rankin that they 
had not signed the affidavits. Some had 
actually voted. Some weren't eligibte to 
vote. Some had not even lattended the 
New Orleans convention 

At that point, Mitchell-Ratikin lifted the 
freeze on church business, allowing 
Lyons to assume the duties of his office, 
and ordered attorneys to determine how 
many of the affidavits were faked, 


“We went down to Alabama to inter- 
view some of these people and we were 
just dumbfounded by what we found,’ 
Said Jim Regan, an attorney for Lyons. 

Harveta Jackson, an Alabama 
pastor's secretary, conceded she signed 
an affidavit knowing full well she wasn't 
eligible to vote. Betty Merriweather, the 
wife of an Anniston minister, admitted 
that she had in fact voted. And Ruthie 
Mae Kimber, the mother of the campaign 
manager for Lyons’ chief presidential 
rival, said she persuaded a notary to 
validate the affidavits after falsely inform- 
ing him that she had seen the individuals 
sign them 

“I've never seen anything quite like #:* 
Regan said, referring to the pervasive- 
ness of the fraud 

Regan said the award of attorneys’ 
fees and legal expenses should be sub- 
Stantially larger than the $150,000 puni- 
tive award, since it includes the costs of 
transportation and lodging for every wit- 
ness who testified or participated in the 
case 

Lyons' predecessor, the Rev. T.J. 
Jemison, and attorneys for the Alabama 
plaintiffs did not respond to phone’ calis. 


Church musician’s dream becomes mass choir 


| Inthe 25th chapter of Matthew, Christ 
Isays that the person who is faithful with 
smail things should be trusted with much. 
That scripture could find no better il- 
lustration than the Portland Mass Choir. 
The choir's debut release, “It's Jesus," is 
proof-positive that single-minded pur- 
pose and devotion to the Lord indeed 
yields great returns. 

With a sound that is both cutting-edge 
contemporary, yet still firmly rooted in 
tradition, the Portland Mass Choir is 
creating its own, unique definition of 
gospel music. The title song from “It's 
Jesus" begins as a soul-stirring ballad 
before sliding into a smooth urban 
groove. It also makes a simple but 
powerful statement that sums up the 
choir's message and mission. 

“Our choir is made up of people of all 
denominations, races and back- 
grounds," says co-founder and conduc- 
tor, Ray Tellis, "but Christ is the common 
bond that brings us together and makes 
us strong. We live the life we sing about, 
and if it's not about Him, it's not worth 
doing.” 

Among numerous stand-outs, 
"Deliverance" showcases both the 
Portland Mass Choir's jazzier and tradi- 
tional side. "Lord We Praise You" is a 
dramatic, moving song of worship, and 
“Come and Go" is a joyful, uptempo in- 
vitation to lift up the name of the Lord 

“All of our songs are message songs," 
explains Tellis, "and all of them point 
directly to Him." 

While the choir members share a 
common focus and purpose, the 
Portland Mass Choir is also the realiza- 
tion of a personal dream held by Ray 
almost from the day he was born. "When 
| was 2 weeks old, my pastor laid hands 
on me and said that God was going to 
anoint me to play music," says Tellis. 
“And I've been doing it almost ever 
since." 

Tellis was raised in a devout Christian 
home, surrounded by older brothers and

sisters who all sang and played music 
around the house and in the church choir. 
By age 4, Tellis was playing the piano. He 
was that choir's accompanist at age:12, 
and its conductor by the time he was 15. 

While the adult choir was initially 
skeptical of the leadership of an adoles- 
cent, Tellis' dedication and abundant 
talents prevailed, and he was soon ac- 
cepted and respected in his new role, 
where he remained for a number of 
years. 

Having been born with.a natural gift 
Tellis received his only forma! musical 
training in his middie and high school 


bands, playing the trumpet, though he 
had an innate ability to make music on 
any instrument he spent enough time to 
become familiar with 

After high school, Tellis spent more 
than a decade working in the Portland 
transportation system, all the while 
remaining active in musie,-taking on 
duties as choir director and worship 
leader at severa! churches in the 
Portland area. 

As Tellis filled his days with dual 
Careers in the workaday world as well as 
the church, he also harbored a vision of 
greater things, playing keyboards and 


rok | On @ Custom album project in 
early 1983 that pulled together many of 
Portland's finest gospel talents and be- 
came the seed of the Portland Mass 
Choir. 

Tellis' wife Ada was also born into a 
musical family and sang in church and 
professional since early childhood. Now 
a singer and songwriter in the choir, it 
was Ada Tellis who took Ray Tellis’ ideas 
for a choir and began-organizing them 
into reality, 

In March of 1993, Portland Mass 
Choir's first workshop was kicked off by 
Donaid Taylor, director of the renowned 
L.A. Mass Choir. Ada Tellis’ advertising, 
promotion and public service an- 
nhouncements brought out a large, multi- 
cultural group of people which, by April of 
that same year, had evolved into the 
Portland Mass Choir. 

Ray Tellis is currently the worship pas- 
tor at Portland's New innings Chris- 
tian Center, where his wife joins him on 
the music praise team. Ray and Ada 
Tellis have watched as the dream of a 
community mass choir has taken on alife 
far beyond their original expectations. 

"The choir became something more 
than we had anticipated," says Ada Tellis, 
“but iA our spirits, we felt right because 
we could sense the Lord at work in it. So 
many times, as Christians, we try to be 
approved of by man, but it's really all 
about Christ. God is not looking for su- 
perstars, or men that other men will fol- 
low. He wants the praise that's due Him, 
and that's the realization aroufd which 
Portland Mass Choir was formed.”

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REAL MONEY: 
What is 
a stock?

In the last instaliment we had our first 
lesson on investments. This week we will 
discuss the meaning of a stock. 

A stock is ownership of a corporation, 
When you purchase stock you receive a 
share or shares of the company. You own a 
percentage of whatever the company owns. 
Companies issue stock as a means of rais- 
ing money for business purposes. 

There are two types of stock; common 
and preferred. Common stock entities 
shareholders to vote in the election of of- 
ficers. As shareholder the Somer: sends 
you out what is called a proxy. The proxy is 
a written power of attorney given to vote on 
your behalf*if you cannot attend the 
shareholders’ meeting. It is like a paper 
ballot that you send in via mail. The com- 
pany also sends out financial statements 
showing details such as the company's as- 
sets, debts, profits, etc... 

There is also stock called preferred stock 
which gives different rights than common 
stock shareholder, Preferred stock is exact- 
ly what it sounds like. It pays its stockholders 
dividends at a specified time and if the com- 
pany goes bankrupt and must liquidate all 
assets preferred’ stockholders are paid 
before common stock shareholders. 
Preferred stockholders usually don't have 
voting rights but it still gives you the owner- 
ship privileges, 

Being a shareholder of a company gives 
you quite a bit of control of your investment. 
The success of your company will bring 
Success to your investment, When you buy 
stock in a company, treat it as if it were your 
own business. Follow the news put out by 
the company and be an active voice: by 
voting at the shareholders meeting or send- 
ing in your proxy. Do some research on the 
company’s long-term and short-term goals. 

In the next installment we will discuss 
bonds. My goal is to define each of the 
investment instruments (stocks, bonds, 
mutual funds) so that you will have an idea 
as to which can help you accomplish your 
investment goals.

Development 
receives 
Heinz Grant 


The Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has selected Northside 
Development Corporation as the recipient 
of a John Heinz Neighborhood Develop- 
ment program grant. To apply an organiza- 
tion has to be non-profit, with 51 percent of 
the governing board made up of neighbor- 
hood residents, located in the community it 
serves, with demonstrated previous ex- 
perience.

“When 
we have qualified home we will work 
with area financial institutions to finance the

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Funding revision eliminates PIC’s SYETP — 


For twelve years, the Private Industry 
Council (PIC) has served nearly 70,000 
residents in Columbus and Franklin 
County.

PIC extends services to at-risk youth 
who are most in need of special prepara- 
tion and assistance, working to provide 
the tools necessary to reach their full 
Potential.

heart disease, obesity, gallbladder 
problems. Also associated with a 
high-fat intake, but not quite as 
strongly as heart disease, is the 
development of some types of can- 
cer.’ These include colon cancer 
(large intestine), rectum, prostate 
ovary and breast. Most research 
has indicated that a low fat diet is

High intakes of polyunsaturated 
fat (with possibly the exception of 
fish oils), as well as saturated fat, 
have been suspected in promoting 
tumor growth. Monounsaturated 
fats seem to neither promote nor

Deprivation 
makes us succumb to high fat foods 
and binge eating. 

Including some fat in our diet can 
help manage both issues, Fat 
provides more than twice the 
amount of calories than either car- 
bohydrates or protein, so go easy 
on the fat
